Six world’s for Guernsey cows have been smashed 
the twelve months’ period following December 15, 1919. 
Three the new records have been made the single letter 
classes, and the other three have been made the double 
letter classes. the corresponding period the previous 
year only one world’s record was made the single letter 
classes, while the double letter classes three the seven 
cows that headed the various lists December 15, 1918, 
were still the head the lists December 15, 1919. 


Murne Cowan 19597, world’s champion Guernsey cow 
since February, 1915, has been beaten Countess Prue 
43785, the first Guernsey cow make over 1100 pounds 
butter fat. Dairymaid Pinehurst 24656, world’s champion 
four year old since 1911, has been beaten Marshie 
67481. Ultra Celia 72478 has replaced Langwater Phyllis 
70607 the head the junior two year old-heifers. 


the double letter classes, May Rose Westbrook Farm 
56445 replaces Imp. Wyebrooke Rose 69245 the senior 
four year old division with margin over pounds 
butter fat. Langwater Levity 70293 the new champion 
the junior three year old class, and Imp. Prospect’s Rose des 
Houards 89003, the 1919 National Dairy Show Champion, 
has qualified for first place among the junior two year old 
heifers. 

Records unverified the time that this editorial being 
written indicate that Itchen’s Golden Daisy Chilmark 
61690 has made world’s record class DD, and Wis- 
consin Guernsey has probably exceeded the production 
Clare Gerar 49122, the present champion this class. 
Another Wisconsin cow, also New York cow, will probably 
placed above Little Star Glencairne 64127, the present 
champion class FF. 

The rapid rate which old records are being broken 
the natural result the increase the number cows 
test. December 1919, 1598 cows were test, but 
December 1920, 2287 cows were being tested, increase 
per cent. reasonable expect that many possible 
world’s record cows have not been given the opportunity 
demonstrate their capacity. Advanced Register testing 
becomes more thoroughly appreciated, and more widely 
practiced, many these hidden world’s record cows will 
discovered, and with the continued increase the popularity 
this work there will corresponding increase the num- 
ber new records made.

they outgrow their immature docility, 
their lives. from the Federal Govern- 
ment indicate that Guernsey bulls

view the fact that more than half the dairy sires now 
in-use this country are grades scrubs, sad that any 
but the inferior ones should slaughtered. 

The pure bred sire campaign has created better appre- 
eiation good bred bulls than has ever before been 
known, and bull are making the practice 
retaining bulls throughout not only 
cal -but profitable. Guernsey breeders should encour- 
agement both these campaigns, and thereby render 
distinct service the country increasing the use pure 
bred bulls they are producing. The breeder who produces 
meritorious pure bred Guernsey who increases the 
use these bulls, has seen and seized the opportunity for 
service which lies. before every stock breeder.
